The average Russian whom.I met during 
the War—and I met thousands of them— 
was as unlike the Dostoievsky type as it 
would be possible to imagine. He was an 
exceedingly jolly fellow, full of frolic and 
good humour, entirely improvident and 
careless of what the morrow might bring 
forth. The Russian soldiers were big 
children, and had to be treated as such, 
They had absolutely no idea of meum or 
tuum. I remember one day going up the 
stairs of my barrack, and meeting a big 
Russian soldier coming down with my 
overcoat on him. -I stopped him, and 
pointed out that he had stolen my coat, 
whereupon he grinned broadly, took off 
the coat, and handed it to me with the 
request that I should give him a cigarette. 
How could you be angry with people like 
that? Some of them had. very violent 
tempers, and when they went Berserk it 
was wise to keep out of their way; but, 
although they would think nothing of 
wrecking a barrack if the mood seized 
them, their anger would evaporate in a 
few minutes, and they would. take their 
punishment smiling, as if the fun was 
worth it. The Russians seem to haye a 
queer affinity with the Scots. They never 
got on very well with the English, and 
they hated the French; but in the camp 
at Giessen they formed an offensive and

APPEAL AGAINST 


VALUATION ALLOWED. 


Judge Davitt, 
yesterday, granted appeals against the fixing 
of valuation and rates by the General 
Council of the Bar of Ireland and the 
Honourable Society of King’s Inns. 

The former appealed in respect of the 
Bar Library, and the Society of King’s Inns 
in respect of the Benchers’ Chambers. 

Mr. FiteGibbon, K.C., and Mr. Newett 
(instructed by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and 
Co.) represented the General Council of the 
oe of Ireland: 


Mr. M. Binchy, K.C., with Mr. Newett 
(instructed b essts. “Crozier and Son), 
appeared for the other appellants. 

Mr. T. F. Burke, solicitor, represented the 
Dublin Corporation. 

Mr.» McCann, K.C., and Mr, O'Cohnor

Valuation; and the Commissioners of Public 
Works were represented by Mr. L Kelly 
(instructed by Mr. Coll). : 

Grounds ‘of appeal put forward by the 
Council of the Bar of Ireland were that_the 
premises were occupied by the State, or b 
the Commissioners of Public Works on behalf 
of the State, for use for public purposes, and 
were exempt from rating; that the Council 
was not in such occupation of the premises 
as made it liable to be assessed or rated in 
respect of them; that the Council was not a 
corporate body nor capable in law of being 
a rated occupier; that the rate in question 
had not been duly made, and had been made 
without jurisdiction and in excess of juris- 
aiction; that the valuation of the premises 
Was excessive. 

Similar grounds were put forward by the 
other appellant body. 
In the course of his judgment on the first 
appeal, Judge Davitt said that what might 
be termed public funds were devoted by 
Parliament to the construction and the 
equipment of a library for the use of the 
Bar. The library was burnt Gown with the 
rest of the Four Courts in 1922, and the 
General Council of the Bar of “Ireland 
claimed as compensation £20,000 in respect 
of the library and £10,000 in respect of the 
dressing-room. That claim, never adjudi- 
cated upon, was settled by payment of 
£2,500 in respect of the burning of books 
and other contents, along with an under- 
standing as to the Bar being reinstated in 
Dublin Castle in a position as good as that 
had been in the Four Courts. 
“The new library,” he proceeded, “is 
situate in portion of the block of buildings 
constituting the Courts of Justice at Inns 
quay. “These buildings are in the possession 
of the Board of Works, 
who control the gates of the precincts, the 
keys of which are in possession of their 
officers or servants. ‘The ordinary keys of 
the library are in the possession of the 
librarian employed by the Bar, but the 
officer in charge of the buildings generally, 
on behalf of the Board of Works, possesses 
a master key, capable of opening any door 
in the building. In the valuation lists for 
the year ending February 2, 1934, the library 
and other rooms used by the Bar are valued 
at £200 per annum for rating purposes. The 
General Council of the Bar are described as 
occupiers, and the Board of Works as imme- 
diate lessors. He decided that the Bar of 
Ireland were licensees of the Board of Works. 
““In my opinion,” he said, “‘ it is clear that 
they have the exclusive use and enjoyment 
as between them and any other individual 
or body of persons, other than the Board of 
Works, of the library and other apartments 
which have been rated. ‘Ihe Board of Works 
has not, I consider, in fact, exercised any 
control over these apartments since the Bar 
began to use them in 1931. But they still 
had power to exercise control, for they had 
never surrendered it.” He could not see how

need to have something more than guess- 
work to guide us. | 
Although medical and scientific circles have 
of late devoted a great deal of attention to 
the theoretical basis of the proper nutrition 
of children, very little has been done to 
translate the theoretical knowledge into 
practical advice. for mothers and nurses. 

On a properly balanced dietary for the 
frowns child depends very largely its future 
ealth and well-being. With this should be 
remembered the necessity for cleanliness in 
the preparation of the meals and their being 
served punctually. A further point, so often 
overlooked, but none the less important, is 
the serving of the meals. Children are as 
sensitive as grown-ups to the outward 
appearance of a dish, and care should be 
taken to give a child pleasure in its meals, as 
well as to satisfy its hunger. 


Valuable Guidance. 


For the busy mother and nurse an admir- 
able book has been written by Margaret N. 
Buchanan (‘‘ Nursery Nourishment ' : Edward 
Arnold and Co. London. 43s.), in which is 
given a wide range of recipes specially 
adapted for nursery use, and compiled on the 
basis of providing for three to four children 
in normal health. 

But, probably, the most valuable section 
of the book is that which outlines specimen 
diets and suggested ‘‘balanced’’ meals for 
children of various ages.

Having thus far paved the way, the next 
step is to take the precaution of preserving 
all that is beautiful, valuable, or merely 
useful in the house. : 


Look to the Roof. 


Houseowners will agree with me. when IT 
say that tho most valuable part of the house 
itself is undoubtedly the roof. Many will 
have learned this lesson during the unusual 
snowfall of nearly a year ago, when so much 
damage was done to interior decoration by 
faulty roofing. A yearly expert examination 
of slates, snow-boards and gutters might save 
considerable annoyance, and result in very 
real economy. 

Another source, both of expense and 
trouble, is the water piping system throuch- 
out the house. Especially in old houses, 
where the pipes are not usually of copper, 
the danger of pipes bursting and thus de- 
stroying the surrounding wallpaper, is a real 
menace in winter. A well heated house 
helps considerably to prevent freezing taking 
place indoors, and the best way to protect 
the garden pipe and tap is to cover them up 
with straw. 

A burst or leaking pipe may be temporarily 

fixed by binding the broken part with a 
greased cloth, but a plumber should be em- 
pl-yed without delay to make a permanent re- 
ir, 
Even when the house piping is quite sound, 
a slowing up of the emptying of baths and 
basins may require attention. There is a 
chemical sold for putting down waste pipes 
to clean them. This should only be used 
after most careful study of the printed direc- 
tions, as the acids used are very strong, and 
may do much damage if carelessly applied. 
Properly handled, the result is successful, 
and saves the expense of employing outside 
labour. 


Stoves that do not Heat. 


There remains another field of profitable 
alteration if the house is not a modern one. 
In the days when builders fitted fireplaces 
with barred grates coal was cheap, and a ton 
more or less was negligible. Modern grates 
are barless, and allow the heat to get out 
into the room instead of sending it up the 
chimney. : 

I do not advocate new fireplaces for old 
houses, but I think that certain inexpensive 
modernising alterations are essential if the 
fuel bill and the family comfort are to run 
on equal lines. Fronts which do away with 
the necessity for bars and at the same time 
regulate the draught are sold separately and 
cheaply. ‘They can for a little extra money 
be procured with surfaces which ‘require the 
minimum amount of cleaning instead of the 
endless black-leading of olden days, Any 
hardware store can give booklets and advice 
on this subject, and in most fireplaces this 
alteration can be made without engaging out- 
side labour. 

Then, with all these dull jobs attended to, 
comes the cheerier task of choosing paper and 
paint shades for the rooms which require re- 
decoration. The painter will say how much 
will be required for each room. 


Soiled Wallpaper. 


It sometimes happens that the os and 
woodwork may show their old age, while the 
paper still looks perfection. Such: a room 
will require special treatment. First, the 
wallpaper should. be dusted, either with a 
vacuum ‘cleaner; a bellows or a light brush 
or duster; then a week-old. loaf should be
